At lime of goin;? to press, 
1 a.m. this morning, the Council 
w-as still in session, and the final 
flecisions arc expected to be avail- 
able tomorrow. 

Vetenns* Conference Outlined 

Other matters dealt with by the 
Council previous to the report and 
discussion of the Japanese-Can- 
adian question included a report 
from President Starkey and IVeas- 
urer Lubell of the Students' Vet- 
eran Society. Starltey presented the 
plans of the Veterans Society and 
outlined arrangements ibr the com- 
ing Veteran Conference which is 
'scheduled to take place here con- 
currently with the NFCUS confer- 
ence. *. 

Deiega'cs from 23 universities 
have signified their willingness to 
come to the conference at which 
all problems facing university stu- 
dents who have been in the armed 
forces will be heard. 

Follo.wing a discussion during 
'which members of the Council ask- 
ed the guests variou.^ questions on 
proposed expenditures 'bt': their or- 
ganization, the necessary funds re- 
quired by them were made avail- 
able through a Council motion. 
Favor ''Choral Society's Plans 

Don Koch, Choral Society prcii- 
dcnt, was called to the Council 
meeting last night, and outlined 
that organization'^ plans for the 
coming term, asking for permission 
to retain .Mr. Mitchell as a salaried 
director. Following some dijruuion 
the Council went on record as fav- 
oring Koch's proposed plan. 

CO.NSTITUTIOS 

Final Council approval was alto 
to the amendments to the 
Student's Society constitution 
which had been prepared during 
two 5pccial meetings. Thc^e 
amendments will be presented to 
a joint committee of the Council 
and the Ssnate prior to Senate and 
Students' Society approval. 

A letter was also read from M. J. 
Coldwcll, leader of the CCF party, 
in answer to a Council request for 
information on the Japanese Cana- 
dian question. Mr. Coldwcll said 
that the CCF party was aagiiisl 
the deportation plan for\varded by 
the government and would oppose 
any such action. 

The Daily 
Council approval was also given 
to a request from The Daily board 
to send an additional representative 
to the CUP conference in London, 
Ont., next week. Since The Daily 
is both President and Secretary of 
the CUP, the managing board felt 
that one delegate atone could not 
handle the entire business of the 
meetings involved in the confer* 
ence. 

Japanese Canadians 

At 10 p.m. the Council's commit- 
tee on the Japanese Canadian 
question was called upon to make 
a report. Mel Shiffman (Engineer- 
ing) outlined the history of the 
events leading up to the govern- 
ment's decision to deport more 
than 10,000 Canadian citizens of 
Japanese origin. Quoting articles 
written by Prof. F. Laviolcttc, Mc- 
Gill professor of Sociology and in- 
formation received from Prof. F. 
R. Scott, professor of Constitutional 
Law, Shiffman stated that although 
Bill 15 which empowers the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council to take 
certain steps towards revocation of 
citizenship and their deportation

Former McGill Grad 
Khaki U. President 

Edmonton, Dec. 11. — (CUP) — 
Henry Marshall Tory, M.A., D.Sc, 
LL.D., D.C.L., F.n.S. (Can.), F.R. 
H.S., the 81-year-old president of 
Carleton College in Ottawa, and 
president of the Khaki University 
established in England after the 
First Great War, has accepted nom- 
ination as President Emeritus nf 
Khskl University of Canada. 

A graduate from McGill Univer- 
sity in the class of 1880, and w.is 
a Kold mcdRlist in mathematics and 
physics. Since that time Dr. Tory 
has been given ten honorary df.- 
grees, and his entry in Who's Who 
reads like a guide book to tlie 
Univcr.«lties of Canada. 

In 1942, Dr. Tory was one of the 
prime movers in the founding of 
Carleton College in Ottawa.

The appointment of H. Carl 
Goldenberg, Montreal lawyer, Mc- 
Gill Professor and economics ad- 
visor to various government de- 
partments, to examine provincial- 
municipal relations in British Col- 
umbia, has been announced. - 

Mr. Goldenberg, as a one-man 
commission, will inquire into the 
financial and functional relation- 
ships between the province and its 
munlcipaiiticE, as well as preside 
over public hearings in Vancouver, 
Victoria, and other B.C. cities. 

McGill students may best re- 
member Mr. Goldenberg as tho 
special federal commissioner who 
settled the first tramways strike in 
1943. &orn in Montreal, in 1907, he 
is a graduate of McGill University 
in Arts and Law, and in 1932 h. 
was summoned to the Bar. At pre-^ 
sent he is lecturer in municipal 
government at McGill University 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science. 

During the past five and one-half 
years of his service to the -Federal 
Government, Mr. Goldenberg has 
been Director-General of Econo- 
mics in the Department of Muni- 
tions and Supply. More recently 
and at present he is labor advisor 
to the Minister of Reconstruction, 
and chairman of the Industrial 
Production cooperation Board.

Professor at McGill in Charge 
Of Wartime Medical Researcli

' When a McGill professor is given 
charge of all . war medical research 
in Canada it is time thai the Uni- 
versity heard about it. Such a man 
is Dr. Collip, director of endocrin- 
ology, who, as chairman of the As- 
sociate Committee of Medical Re- 
search of the National Research 
Council since 1D41, has been re- 
sponsible for co-ordinating all war 
research in that line and kecpin;; 
in touch with progress in the United 
States and Great Britain. 

Dr. Collip was originally ot the 
University of Toronto, and after ob- 
taining his B.Sc. degree he joined 
the staff of the University of Al- 
berta in the Department of Bio- 
chemistry, where he completed his 
medical course. In 1021 he was giv- 
en a year's leave of absence to visit 
Europe. 

But as fate would have It, he 
never made that visit, for In To- 
ronto Dr. Banting and Dr. Bcjt had 
just made the first steps in the dis- 
covery of Insulin, and Dr. Collip 
was invited to stop in Toronto and 
help them continue their research. 
I!is Job was to make insulin pure, 
and to devise methods of measure- 
ment, for it was not practical in its 
original state. 

Or. Collip and his associates, as 



the world knows today, were high- 
ly successful, and when his year's 
leave of absence was over, Dr. Co".- 
lip returned to the University of 
Alberta as professor of biochemis- 
try. Here he studied the hormone 
of the parathyroid gland. By 1925, 
he had successfully completed his 
research in this line and devised 
methods of measurement. 

In 1028 ho Joined the staff ot Mc- 
Gill University as professor of bio- 
chemistry and headed that depart- 
ment until 1941. His most impor- 
tant research at this time was on 
the hormone of the pituitary. When 
in 1041, McGill set up the Research 
Institute of Endocrinology, Dr. Col- 
lip was made director. Since that 
time, however, his position as chair- 
man of the Associate Committee of 
Medical Research of the National 
Research Council has kept him busy 
and the Department of Endocrinol^ 
og>- is only now beginning to come 
into its own. 

In time the value of the work 
donc.by Or. Collip and other McGi'.! 
professors during the war wUl be 
known. Until then, we can only 
accept the limited information we 
have, and conclude that McGill has 
perhaps played a larger part than 
we now realize.

Three of the most noteworthy 
among' recent appointments to the 
University staff arc John Roliitt 
M.A., Ph.D., as Associate Professor 
of Economics; .\. W. JoUiffc, M.A.. 
Ph.D., as Associate Professor of 
Geology; and Burdett Lee, B.A., as 
Assistant Warden of Beatty Jiall. 

Dr.. Roliitt was born in Montreal 
in 1929, and received his M.A. de- 
gree from McGill in 1932, winning 
a Moyse Travelling Fellowship. 
After studying in the University of 
Berlin, he returned to McGill and 
graduated in 1934 with a PhD. de- 
gree, magna cum laudc. 

After spending some time with 
the C.P.R. as a Transportation Eco- 
nomist, he Joined the reserve of the 
17th Duke of York Hussars. On the 
outbreak of war, he volunteered 
and was sent overseas in 1042 as a 
lieutenant in the C.A.A.F. Here he 
was detailed to District Military 
Intelligence at Canadian Military 
Headquarters in , London, and . later 
transferred' to Educational Admin- 
istration where he acted as Assbt- 
anl Director of Education. Later he 
was placed in charge of the plan-

"With more than 13,000 ex-scr- 
vlcemen and..women now registered 
in Canadian universities, and an 
estimated 15,000 more to come by 
September 1946, the universities are

Mr. Mackenzie reported in his state- 
ment to the press.

Prof. F. Laviolette 
Speaks on Japanese 

At the I.n.C. meeting last night, 
Prof. Laviolcttc gave an analysis of 
the his/orical background ot the 
Oriental problem in Canada and 
specifically in British Columbia; it 
was seen how the insidious virus 
of racial intolerance localized in 
that province due to the irritating 
pressure of Oriental minority 
groups, now threatens to spread 
and transform the national pattern. 
Tills attitude of racial discrimina- 
tion and hatred, it was said, was 
inconsistent with Canadian mores 
and, tor this reason, the revocation 
of the citizenship ot the Canadian- 
Japanese assumes all the charact- 
eristics of a TES"!" case. It was 
shown that the attitude of British 
Columbia was rooted in the nature 
ot the development pt that prov- 
ince.

Dangerous Escapades Recounted 
By European Students at McGill

"Most people in Europe speak 
either English, French, or • both," 
The Daily learned in a survey of a 
cross-section of European students 
now At McGill. Hailing from such 
diverse points as Roumania, France, 
Polaiid, Italy, Spain, and Portugal, 
they admitted that they chose to 
come to Montreal because ot Its 
bilingual character. 

Most of the students interviewed 
had had at least two^ycars of Eng- 
lish before they came to Canada. 
Only one could not speak English 
when she entered McGill and had 
considerable difficulty with her 
studies. Another student who spent 
several months in an internment 
camp took advantage of courses In 
English literature and composition 
given by British and American in- 
ternees. 

Only one ot those questioned was 
emphatic about returning home. 
Most ot those remaining in Canada 

were already Canadian citizens. 

Several of the students had ex- 
perienced some hair-raising escap- 
ades. One coed was trapped with 
her family in Biarritz, a fashionable 
French resort, wlien the Germans 
entered. The man who who drove 
the car in which they fled bluffed 
his way through the German lines 



by means ot "a scrap ot toilet 
paper" which the confused German 
sentries took to be a whito certifi- 
cate." 

A Yugoslavian student served lor 
tome time in Tito's linderground 
movement. He was caught and 
forced to work in a slave labor bat- 
talion tor several months. As the 
student put it, "I got sick of it," and 
he fled to Italy, where he was cap- 
tured and imprisoned for some time 
before he escaped to Portugal. 

One Polish coed lived in a Ghetto 
tor three years, at the end of which 
time only 2,000 out of 30,000 Jews 
were alive. Since her father was a 
Canadian citizen, she was sent to a 
special internment camp which was 
under Swiss supervision. Although 
the Germans'had complete author- 
ity the internees had a considerable 
amount ot selt-government The 
student reached Canada on the re- 
patriation ship "Gripsholm". 

Opinions about Canadian students 
varied. It was generally agreed that 
they were very friendly and gener- 
ous, but it was found that their in- 
terests differed from those of Euro- 
pean students. They werc^ much 
more given to the lighter side of 
life than their Continental 
bretheren.

Eiglit years ago tliis coming New Year's 
Day, tlic orgunizntion known as tiie Cunadiaii 
University Press was fouiulcd wlicii the Editors 
of twelve Cnimdian College newspapers met at 
Winnipeg to dii-ciiss the pos^iliilities of a nation- 
wide college news acrvicc whicli would have the 
effect of consolidating sttidcnt oi)inion and 
abolishing scutionnli^ni. For tlic fiist two years 
this organization was under the aegis of the 
^'FCUS, from which it received financial 
grants. 

With the outbreak of the war, studcnLs 
found their lime for extra-curricular activities 
limited, and the interest in continuing the CUP 
service lugged contiderahly, abetted by the 
abandonment of the NFCUti for the war years. 
However, the service had proven itself, even in 
su short a time, to be too valuable an asset to 
the function of college newspapers to be given 
up, nnd as the war progressed the exchange of 
campus news through this service look on an 
increasingly important part of the jiublieatiun 
of the larger camptts newspapers. 

Conferences were held every year during 
the Christmas holidays, and gradually the CUP 
wire-service, editorial e.Nchanges, and mail ser- 
vice created an interest on the majority of tho 
campi across Canada that could not be mis- 
taken for anything but the initial accomplish- 
ment of the aims of CUP. 

Two years ago, the cstablisinncnt of iho 
column "Canadian Campus", which takes the 
form of an exchange of upinioii from various 
colleges on topics of interest to all university 
students soon showed how closely the college 
students of our country lined up on national 
issues, and the conference of last year, held at 
McGill, sqw the awakening of a renewed in- 
terest in CUP. It wanted only the cessation of 
the war to sec the CUP realize many of tho 
aims with which it had started out. 

Now the war is over, and once again the 
members of the Canadian University Press 
service are meeting, this time in London, Ont. 
The problems which face CUP will be able to 
be dealt with on a more jirnctical basis. Im- 
proved and revised methods of national CUP 
coverage on Canadian Cami)i, with more c.\- 
changc of news, s|iorts, and feature articles can 
now be contemplated. A mat service exchange 
can bo worked out in more detail, enabling the 
college newspapers to present pictorial reports 
from other campi. 

Further to this, by means of the CUP, tho 
National Federation of Canadian University 
Students will be able to act Uiroughout the year 
on a more consblidated basis, rather than 
merely by means of this body's anniial meeting 
alone. Public opinion polls, and NFCUS news 
columns can be worked out to promote a nation- 
wide viewpoint on matters directly concerning 
college students, and if necessary, a national 
stand can be taken on these matters. 

Through the CUP, all Canadian students, 
and indeed llie public in general, can become in- 
formed of student thought, and of student 
activity throughout the nation. As the oldest 
college daily in Canada, it has fallen to the lot 
of The Daily to take the lead in the cstablisli-

Poetry expresses thoughts and feelings, emotions, 
things that one cannot and dare not express in prose 
flow out of the spirit In poetry. To understand tho 

thoughts ot men one turns to prose; to know feelings 
it is necessary to study their poetry. The greatness 
of man expresses itself in rhyme, and the hidden 
beauties of personality come to life only in verse. 

Poetry glorifies the individual spirit of man, the 
personality. It is, in its essence, subjective. At times 
it can be misleading, for it shows .up the individual 
rather than the average side of a period, of an age. 
Reading Byron one docs not get a general picture of 
the average Victorian. Ycl it is only by understand- 
Ing individuals, many individuals, that one can get 
a true picture of the age and period. \ ^ 

Few people have the gift of writing poetry. We, 
at McGill have been fortunate, to have had several 
poet-undergraduates, and various persons interested 
enough to collect their work and edit it. "The McGill 
Anthology of Poetry" will be on sale soon. It Is the 
first time that such a volume has been published 
at McGlll, or in Canada. We, as a university, will 
have the means of preserving the best poetry that 
has been written by our fellow students, while a 
part of the University. 

Students arc creating, writing and composing, 
more and more every day. The traditional literary 
magazine, has been replaced by a daily newspaper, 
printing literary as well as news stories. There is a 
yearly collection of prose and poetry '"The Forge". 
The Chester McNaughton Prize is offered yearly for 
the best prose or poetry written within ,thc year. 
The Daily has held a short story competition— the 
results will be announced soon— and offers a |5 
prize for the best story for the Christmas Issue. 

In addition students liavc the incentive to write 
plays, in the play writing courses, and for the 
student radio company, "The Radio Workshop". 
Opportunity to broadcast is limited, but with the 
MeGill radio station— a project discussed in the 
columns of this newspaper not long ago— their plays 
will have an opportunity to be produced, and heard 
Ihroughoul half tlic city. 

Arts and Crafts arc encouraged at McGill, the 
students' work Is exhibited and some of it has been 
bought— although that Is not the aim of the Arts 
and Crafts Exhibition. Much creative work is done 
by the Modern Dance Club, which presents a con- 
cert of original compositions every year. The Faculty 
of Music has its composers, and the School of Archi- 
tecture Its designers. A popular song has been writ- 
ten by a student, and will be published soon, 

There is creative artistic activity at McGill, but 
not enough. There could be more contributions to 
the contests, larger exhibitions, and more work done 
in every department; The important thing is, that 
these activities are begun and well under way. Tha 
initial step has been taken; developments will fal- 
low. 

That is why the McGill Poetry Anthology is so 

Imporlant. It will give student poets encouragement 
and incentive; it will benefit the University as a 
whole. It will encourage every other branch of crea- 
tive work at McGill. 



incnt of these new ideas; and in the past two 
years, as Prc;ident of the CUP, much has been 
done on •the part of The Daily staff to initiate 
new plans, nnd to increase the iiitcrcst of tho 
other colleges in CUP. This has been more 
essential inasmuch as the benefits of such a 
news exchange system as this are naturally 
greater because wc do function as a daily news- 
paper. The same applies to The Varsity. How- 
ever, the greater majority of CUP members are 
bi-weeklies and weeklies, and, while the wire- 
service of news is not so vitol tor them, the 
other benefits of CUP, as outlined in the aims 
of CUP, arc sufficient to warrant their support 
of this organizulion. 

JTrom the original body of twelve, the or- 
ganization has grown to inc!u()p fifteen full 
members, and two affiliate inembers. Thus, tho 
CUP represents seventeen of tho twenty-one 
Canadian Universities. In eight years it has pro- 
gressed to u status where it can very nearly 
daim to he ilu; voice of Canadian students, and 
indeed, its nicinbers represent about 85 per cent, 
of all college students. Here then is the poten- 
tial organ for the expression of student opinion 
on a nation-wide scale. Here is the potential 
voice for NFCUS.
